O give a juſt idea of the neceſſity and 
utility of this extenſive charity, it will be 
neceſſary to inform the public of the liberal 
principles by which it is conducted. 

This hoſpital is open the greateſt part of the 
day, for all the poor who are afflicted in the 
above, -or other diſeaſes which can be relieved 
without reſt, They are admitted as patients 
without any recommendation but their diſtreſſes, 
and have medicines, or any othgr aſſiſtance ne- 
ceſſary, at the hoſpital expence. 

The neceſſity of ſuch a charity will appear 
evident when we reflect, that other hoſpitals 
admit patients only one day in the week, and 
it is then uncertain whether many poor rags 
gain admittance, owing to the multiplicity of 
bulineſs. By being diſappointed, a diſeaſe may 
become dangerous before the next day of ad- 
mittance; but theſe ill conſequences are often 
prevented,. by the poor having this place to ap- 
ply to during the whole day, and any day in 
the week, where immediate aſſiſtance is given. 
The reaſon the poor are admitted to partake of 
this charity without recommendation is to pre- 
rent loſs of time, a circumſtance of conſider- 
able conſequence to the induſtrious poor, their 
families (if they have any) and the community 
in general. Indeed poverty and ficknels are, at
